FIRE BREAKS 

Dry weather will pro- 
bably occur in October and 
early November. Forest 
fires can suddenly ‘‘blow 
up’’ and do lots of damage 
to timber stands. Several 
Coffee County landowners 
are already plowing a 12 
to 15 foot fire-break in 
places where it will do the 
most good. Firebreaks 
won’t do the job alone but 
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they are abig help. Another 
big advantage is that they 
cost very little tomaintain. 


National 4-H 
Club Week Now 
Being Observed 


With the re-opening of 
school, is seen the begin- 
ning of a new year in 4-H 
Club work. Although the 
4-H program is carried on 
continuously throughout the 
entire twelve-month period 
major emphasis is espec- 
ially given during the time 
known as National 4-H Club 
Week.

The purpose of 4-H Club 
work is to help develop 
boys and girls into useful 
and desirable citizens. It 
provides educational op- 
portunities for mental, 
physical, social and 
spiritual growth so that 
youth can lead a richer, 
fuller and happier life. 
Four-H members learn to 
work, to keep records of 
what they have done, andto 
be responsible for what- 
ever they have undertaken. 

There are 3,164 4-H 
Clubs in Alabama-at least 
one in almost every com- 
munity, town, and city. 
Members elect officers and 
conduct their business. 
Each club has its local 
leader, who may bea teach- 
er, homemaker, farmer, 
businessman or some other 
interested adult. Over-all 
supervision is the respon- 
sibility ofthe county Exten- 
sion agents. 

In Coffee County there 
are sixteen boys’ 4-H Clubs 
and _ sixteen girls’ Clubs 
with combined enrollment 
of approximately 950 young 
people. Clubs are organ- 
ized in the schools at Kins- 
ton, New Hope, New Brock- 
ton, Mt. Pleasant, Curtis, 
Goodman, Damascus and 
Zion Chapel.
